Bill No. 32 of 2006 

A Bill further to amend the Delhi Special Police Establishment Act, 1946. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifty-seventh Year ofthe Republic oflndia as follows:- 

1. This Act may be called the Delhi Special Police Establishment (Amendment) Short title. 
Act, 2006. 

2. In section 4A ofthe Delhi Special Police Establishment Act, 1946, in sub-section Amendmem 

(/), for clause ( d), the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — of section 

4A. 

“(d) the Secretary to the Government oflndia in charge ofthe 
Ministry or Department of the Central Government having 
administrative control of the Delhi Special Police Establishment — Member.”.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Section 4 A of the Delhi Special Police Establishment Act, 1946 provides for a Committee 
for making recommendation to the Central Government for appointment of the Director in the 
Delhi Special Police Establishment. One of the Members of the said Committee is the Secretary 
(Co-ordination and Public Grievances), Cabinet Secretariat. When the provision for the said 
Committee was incorporated in September, 2003, at that point of time, the administrative 
Department concerned for the Delhi Special Police Establishment was the Cabinet Secretariat, 
but now the administrative Department concerned for the said Establishment is the Department 
of Personnel and Training. 

2. The composition of the said Committee under section 4 A is, therefore, required to be 
amended so as to make the Secretary to the Government of India in charge of the Ministry or 
Department of Personnel and Training as one of its Members. 

3. The Bill, therefore, seeks to achieve the above object.
